Berlin, via Undon. April 21— The 
capture of 18S American prisoners 
and 2B machine guns by tl)e Germans 

iB claimed In the official report from 
headduarters today. The Cerman 
storm troopai It also is declared, ad 
vanced to a depth of two kilometers 
(about a mile and a quarter) into the 
American lines at Selcheprey. 

The Americans, the statement adds, 
sustained heavy losses. 
The text of the statement reads. 
"On the battle front reciprocal re- 
connaisances led to violent infantry 
engagements. Near I^ Basse, Lens 
and Albert there was a lively flrluR 
duel; also between the Avre and the 
Olse and the artillery activity at 
many times waa splHted. 

Between the Oise and the Moselle, 
lower Saxon battalions attacked the 
Americans In their positions near 
Selcheprey. They stormed the place 
and pressed forward as far us two 
kilometers into the enemy lines. 
Minor counter attacks were repulsed 
and strong attempts to attAok were 
held down and frustrated. 

"In the night hour storming troops, 
after the destruction of enemy works, 
returned to their lines of departure 
The losses of the Americans were ex- 
traordinarily high. One hundred and 
eighty-three Amerioans, including five 
officers, were taken prisoners and 
twenfy-nve machine guns were cap- 
tured. 

With the American Army in li'raucc. 
April 21— After the heavy Oerman at- 
tack yesterday, the American main, 
positions remained Intact, and t>il<* 
morning after a brief bombardment, 
the American troops attacked and 
drove tUc enemy out of the old out- 
posts which they had gained, thus 
breaking down an offensive which it 
Is believed was intended as the be- 
ginning o( a Oerman plan to separate 
the Amertcans^and French. 

There was a comparative lull today 
along the sector northwest of Toul- 
The Americans engaged In the terrt- 
flc hand to hand fighting yesterday 
showed the most daring bravery, stor- 
ies \f which are already baing re- 
counted.

.\ny person interested In the proposed 
ri sirictlons may be heard either in 
; i i si.n or by attorney. 

The restrictions aro contemplated 
in order to prevent the introduction 
into the United States of any tree, 
plant nf fruit diseases or of any In- 
.jUi'loiis insects new 10 or not hercto- 
I'oro iirevalent in tliis country. It is 
feared lli.i! c'crtaiii iiilurimis iilaiit 
diseases and insect pests may gain en- 
trance through the agency of orna- 
mental and other plants imported 
with earth about their roots. There 
is also said to be special danger from 
plants ihported from littlle-known 
coiintries, because lack of information 
as to the insect pests or plant dis- 
eases of such countries makes it im- 
possible safely to pass such plants by 
Inspection or to safeguqard them by 
dlstofeotion. 

Many of the most important Injur- 
ious Insects and plant diseases have 
been Introduced n\ this country 
through such iniporlalions On the 
other hand there Is a long list of sim- 
ilarly destructive Insects and diseases 
which have not yet gained entrance.
